Convention at Wilkesharre 
Debates Arbitration Plan, 
Which Probably Will 

Adopted Today. 


STEAM MEN BALK ACTION. 


Assurance of Work—Mitchell 
_ Urges Acceptance of Terms 
_, in Three Speeches, — 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 20.—[Special.}— 
While the American public, which anxiously | 
hoped. the deliberations of the mineworkers’ 
convention that opened in this city today 
would send forth, before nightfall, a mes- 
sage that the five months’ warfare was at 


} @n end, is doomed to disappointment, there 


is ground for belief that the glad tidihgs 
ie only delayed and that tomorrow's sun will 
set on undisturbed peace, established in the 
anthracite regions of Pennsylyania. Not a 
temporary truce, but an armistice that shal! 
last for an age, and mark the beginning of 
@ new era of mutual 
operation between miner and operator. 

It must be stated, however, that at pres- 
ent the eftuation appears chaotic. The lead- 
ers, though, are sanguine that peace will 
come. The leaders, except Mr, Mitchell, 
were hardly heard at all in the convention 
today, the engineers being allowed to give 
full expression to their feelings. But to- 
morrow, it is predicted, the headers will be 
heard, and one of them, a high district offi- 
cer, said today there would not be more 
than fifteen votes recorded against the plan 
which the president of the United States 
has proposed to them and which all the high- 
est officials of the mineworkers in this region 
have recommended. 


Engineers Cause of Delay. 


The wave of enthusiasm that swept over 
the convention when President Mitchell 
finished his address seemed to bode speedy 
and unopposed action on the recommenda- 
tion: contained therein—the indorsement of 
the arbitration proposition. Hardly had the 
sound of his voice died away before it be- 
came evident that such ending of the delib- 
erations would not be accomplished without 
a hard fight on the point of dispute—what 
the status of the engineers and firemen will 
be with the operators after resumption of 
work. Several delegates insisted that the 
convention should be given a guarantee that 
all miners would be given their old positions. 


Mitchell told them that could. not be done.

cah hold the convention sufficiently well to 
ingure such énding. 


Suspicious of the Operators. 

“In every step President Mitchell has taken 
he has had the support and confidence of the 
anthracite miners in unlimited measure. 
Hence it was a surprise to many in the thea- 
ter this afternoon when he unable to 
bend the convention to his will, as portrayed 
not only in his opening address but in the 
extensive remarks he subsequently made 
in response to a request from a delegate 
upon the attitude of the companies on the 
point in dispute. This, it developed, was not 
due to any lessening of confidence in their 
leader, but to the distrust of the operators, 
for which the miners justify themselves by 
saying that itis born of bitterexperience. 

The opposition comes from districts 1 and 
9.. In- No. 7 not 1 per cent of the engineers and 
firemen are affected, as the majority of the 
collieries shut down dbsolutely when the 
strike was declared, and so there are few 
nonunion men to be displaced when the 
miners come back. 

The combined voting strength of districts 
1 and 9 is five times that of district 7, which 
is taking no hand tn the controversy. The 
conservative element, however, has hardly 
had a hearing, and, besides, much rests ypon 
the manner in which the resolutions commit- 
tee will treat the matter in the report which 
‘hey are expected to turn in tomorrow morn- 
{ng and upon which they will have the advice 
and codperation. of President Mitchell and 


Secretary Wilson. 


Rxpect to Resume Work on Thursday. 


As it will have to be thrashed out on the 
floor of the house, the convention may not 
be able to conclude its business with the 
morning’s session. It is the general belief 
that In the summing up conservatism will 
win and that Thursday at the latest will see 
the miners back to work. 

All roads led to Wilkesbarre today. An 
army invaded the city, but the invaders did 
not come armed. They came to sign a peace 
protocol, and were received with open arms. 
The presence of so many strangers within 
the town’s gates meant much to the people 
of the ten anthracite coal counties of the 
state and the consumers of hard coal the 
country over. ; 

‘The last act was about to be enacted in the 
long struggle between the coal operators and 
their 147,000 employés. 

The miners did not come here with heavy 
hearts. On the contrary, they were in buoy- 
ant spirits, free from care, and ready to cheer 
for John Mitchell at the slightest provoca- 
tion. What the fruit of the victory will be is 
not known as yet, but the miners look upon 
the action of the operators in consenting to 
arbitration as a great victory in itself. 


Town Is Gayly Decorated. 

The city was gayly decorated in honor of 
today’s convention. The flag was flung to 
the breezes from the courthouse tower. Many 
mercantile houses, as if to express their joy 
over the early return of prosperity, deco- 
rated their stores with flags and bunting. 
There was a holiday air all through the city, 


} and many persons from the surrounding 
towns came to Wilkesbarreé to watch devel- 


opments. 

The delegates began to arrive on the early 
morning trains. Most of them were young 
men, with a sprinkling of middle aged men. 
Here and there was a veteran who had at- 
tended miners’ conventions long ago and who 
Was just as enthusiastic as when he attended 
his first convention. 

The delegates were clean cut, well dressed, 
and MmtelMgent in nee. They might 
have been taken for a body of men fresh 
from the walks of business lifé attending u 
convention of some civic organization. From 
appearances there was nothing to indiacte 
that they were miners.

RUSHES TRACK IN SKOKIE 


NORTHWESTERN OUTWITS RESI- 
DENTS OF LAKE FOREST. 


Bitterly Opposed. “Mayfair Cutoff’ Ia

Lake Forest residents. who havé been 
fighting the ‘‘ Mayfair cutoff"’ through the 
Skokie valley were outgeneraled yesterday 
morning, when gangs of men, loads of rails, 
and thirty teams of horses wore rushed into 
Lake Forest by the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad. Before noon’ the new track 
was laid along the disputed right of way. 
Last night a hurriedly called meeting of 
the Lake Forest city council was held. it 


Instead the councilmen and property owners 
planned for a future struggle. This they-did 
by agreeing to annex the 200 acres that lie 
west and south of the spur just put in’ ‘and 
which are to be crossed. by it. 

Once this land has been annexed it. will 
give Lake Forest control of about a mile of 
territory on both sides of the road. Then it 
is the intention of the city council to pass 
ordinances limiting the speed of the trains to 
such a low schedule that the spur will prove 


doned. Another. scheme has been decided on 
by the property owners, but they pane to 
make it public. 


Invasion Is a

BiG FRAUD IN INSURANCE. 


LIFE COMPANIES SAID TO BE L0s- 
ERS OF LARGE 


Agents and Physicians De- 


es of Dying Mer and Then Di- 
viding the Proceeds—Riske in “all 
Parts of Louisiana Believed to Have 
Been Arranged to Swindle—Atto 
neys for Underwriters Investigate, 


| New Orleans, La., Oct. 20,—[Special.)—Life 
insurance frauds of a most sensational char- 
acter have been discovered in Louisiana, and 
the officials and detectives of half a dozen 
large eastern companies ae investigating 
them. 

Attorney MacBride of St. .Louis, general 
solicitor for the American Adjustment com- 
pany of New York, reached the city tonight, 
the advarice guard of a corps of secret work-. 

Total of Loss Is Large. 

So far six cases are said to have been un- 
earthed, Twenty-two fraudulent policies 
have been tracked down. The companies pay- 
ing the risks have lost between 875,000 and 
$100,000. The full extent of the business is 
not yet known. One state agency has been 
closed, and the agent has departed for scenes 
unknown. 

The plan has been for an agent to work in 
with the company’s physician and insure 
some man on the verge of death. The agent 
and the doctor pay the premiums and the 
principal is made payable to interested 
friends. In a few months the policyholder 
dies, the proper death: certificate is sent to 
‘the company, and the policy paid. 


Each Policy for Small Sum. 
As a rule these policies have been small, so 
‘as not to excite suspicion on the part of the 
‘company. - Few of them call for more than 
‘$5,000 or $10,000, The small policy always is 
‘paid by the large companies upon presenta- 
tion of the proper death certificates without 
‘question. The agent and the examining phy- 
‘The fraud has been worked more success- 
fully in the parishes and smalier towns than 
in the large cities.

The verses that Lindeberg wrote shortly 
before he died were in the hands of the Lar- 
rabee street police last night, but they were 
written in such a faltering hand that only a 
few of the lines were decipherable.

He must have wandered around the streets 
until 4 o'clock, for he was seen by several 
persons walking along Burton place at that 
hour. Several people saw him as he stood on 
the seawall and shot himself.

Trade Gossip on ‘Change: 

‘Estimated receipts for today are: Wheat,

Corn tradérs were uncertain yesterday 
whether the big December holders had solid 
out to the shorts and scattered longs on the 
furious upturn of last week or not. The 
popular notion is that there is still a big 
Armour holding and that much higher prices 
will be seen some time in the life of the de- 
livery, but there Was every indication that 
the Armour interest was willing to see 
lower prices temporarily, if not to help them 
Aown. There was no such support on the 
reaction as there was on the dips last week. 
The bull explanation was that the price 
was being let down in order to get rid of 
overmuch company on the bull side by the 
ecuttle process known as “SHaking out the 
taliers,”’ with as little selling as possible 
by the big holders themselves. 


Corn Inspection. 


The receiving and shipping end ofthe grain 
trade will meet the railroad and warehouse 
commissioners tomorrow afternoon In an at- 
tempt to “‘ get together” on the subject of 
corn inspection. A change in the grades or 
inspection rules is not contemplated in any 
direction. The trade generally is satisfied 
with. the rules, but not always with the in- 
spectors’ interpretation of them. W. ‘N. 
Eckhardt doubtless voices the sentiment ofa 
majority of the men on the cash grain side. 
He gays: “There ought to be some way of 
insuring a uniform inspection on all the dif- 
ferent grades. I think the inspection rules 
are all right, as a general proposition, bar- 
ring the fact that they are a little too fine- 
haired in the matter of dampness and a little 
dirt in summer time. The main difficulty is 
that at any season of the year every local in- 
spector seems to have his own peculiar ideas 
on the subject of grade, and these ideas are 
not the same from day to day, nor do they 
harmonize with those of other inspectors. 
If type samples are to govern—and that is 
what they were made up for—it would seem 
a simple matter for the Inspector to familiar- 
ize himself with them and do his work accord- 
ing tothem. What we want what we are 
irying to get is uniformity the different 
grades.” 

The board of trade has won a partial vic- 
tory in its fight to keep the bucket shops of 
Indiana from using its quotations, the report 
of the master tn chancery filed in the United 
States court in Indianapolis last week being 
favorable to its Contention of a property right 
in the quotations.
